And whereas for the purpose of imple- 
menting B.C. Regulation 434/82 the Board 
engaged in an intensive industrial health and 
safety educational and promotional pro- 
gram in the farming industry for a one-year 
period to end April 4, 1984: 


And whereas the Board has found that it 
is not practicable for the Board’s regulations 
in respect of industrial health and safety to 
apply to employers and workers in or about 
the industry of farming in the same way and 
to the same extent that they presently apply 
to workers and employers in or about the 
other industries within the scope of Part | of 
the Workers Compensation Act: 


And whereas the Board has determined 
that the present industrial health and safety 
regulations are not appropriate for enforce- 
ment in the farming industry:

The Board further declares that, with the 
exception of the industrial health and safety 
regulations, all provisions of Part 1 of the 
Workers Compensation Act and all the 
Board’s current practices, procedures and 
regulations, including those in respect of 
registration requirements, assessment col- 
lection and claims and rehabilitation matters 
will apply to employers and workers in or 
about the industry of farming in the same 
way and to the same extent that they pres- 
ently apply to workers and employers in or 
about the other industries within the scope 
of Part 1 of the Workers Compensation Act;

and safety regulations will be used as 
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guidelines for educational and promotional 
programs relating to industrial health and 
safety in the farming industry.
